(I Corinthians 16:2).

With many this is always a touchy 
question, and yet he who sings 
from the heart,

I hold it for the Giver: 

My heart, my strength, my life,

Are His and His forever,” 
should surely not be averse to fac- 


cerning the Christian and his mon- 
ey. 

In the Old Testament God gave 
to Israel very definite instructions 
as to this. The tithe of all that they 
received was to be definitely set

apart fog Himself and devoted to 
the upkeep of His house and the 
support of His priests; but even 
before the law was given, God in- 
dicated His mind in regard to the 
tithe by what He caused to be re- 
corded concerning Abraham. When 
the patriarch returned from the 
slaughter of the kings and the de- 
liverance of his nephew Lot, he 
was met by Melchizedek, king of 
Salem, who was priest of the most 
high God. In response to the bless- 
ing of this mysterious personage 
who was a type of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, we are told that Abraham 
“gave him tithes of all,” and our 
attention is directed to this in the 
epistle to the Hebrews as indicat- 
ing the preeminence of the Melchiz- 
edek priesthood over the Levitical 
inasmuch as Ahraham was the fa- 
ther of all the Hebrews and there- 
fore of the sons of Levi who, in 
him representatively, paid tithes to 
Melchizedek. 


When God’s earthly people were 
going on happily with Himself they 
gladly brought their tithes, togeth- 
er with additional offerings, thus 
honoring the Lord and recognizing 


His.authority. over their. lives.and 


possessions. When declension set in 
and they drifted away from Him 
and followed the ways of the sur- 
rounding nations,. they selfishly 
kept the tithes for themselves, 
robbed God of what properly be- 
longed to Him, left His priests to 
suffer, and neglected the upkeep 
of His temple. Whenever there was 
a return to Himself, there was al- 
ways a new recognition of their 
responsibility regarding the tithe. 
In the Jast book of the Old Tes- 
tament, the little book of Malachi, 
God speaks scathingly of their neg- 
lect of the law of the tithe. He says 
in chapter 3, verses 8 and 9: 
Will a man rob God? Yet ye have

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REVIVALS!

“O Lord, revive thy work in the 
midst of the years” was the prayer 
of Habakkuk, the prophet (Habak- 
kuk 3:2). Let us think of that 
prayer: “Lord, revive thy work.”’ 
I want you to notice that revivals 
are God’s plan. God Himself is in 
favor of revivals. Some churches 
are not, and some preachers are 
not, and the devil is not, but God 
is in favor of revivals. 


First, God Calls Evangelists for 
Revivals 


In Ephesians 4:11, 12, the Scrip- 
ture ‘says, “And he gave some, 
apostles; and some, prophets; and 
some, evangelists; and some, pas- 
tors and teachers; For the perfect- 
ing of the saints, for the work of 
the ministry, for the edifying of the 
body of Christ.’’ Now this scrip- 
ture says that after apostles and 
after prophets come evangelists, 
and that they are higher in the 
scale of God-anointed men, and 
God-called preachers, evangelists 
have more important work than 


place for evangelists for the per- 
fecting of the saints. No Christian 
is completely well-rounded unless 
he has the ministry of an evangel- 
ist to teach him soul-winning, to 
warm his heart, etc. “For the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying of 
the body of Christ’— the teach- 
ing ministry of an evangelist is 
higher than the teaching ministry

The saddest thing in the life of 
many a Christian is the presence 
and power of sin. There are those 
who would gladly give all they 
possess if only they could resist 
temptation and live a life of un- 
broken fellowship with God. 

It is a painful but familiar fact 
that there are thousands of men 
and women the world over who 
know Jesus Christ as their Saviour, 
but who have never experienced 
anything beyond conversion. Christ 
is not the supreme passion of their 
lives. Their experience is one of vic- 
tory and defeat; today on the 
mountain top, tomorrow in the val- 
ley; the wilderness journey instead 
of Canaan’s rest; the seventh chap- 
ter of Romans instead of the eighth. 

When everything goes right, and 
nothing arises to interrupt the har- 
mony of their lives, their victory 
is perfect; but when things go 
wrong, and they are upset in their 
plans, when provocation and oppo- 
sition cross their pathway, when 
dark and foreboding clouds hover 
on their horizon, when trouble and 
adversity surround them, then their 
victory takes wings and flies away. 


But there is a life, praise God, 
so far above the ordinary that it. 
can only be compared to the bril- 
liancy of the noonday sun in con- 
trast to the light of the evening 
star. It is beyond the fondest hopes 
and dreams of multitudes of dis- 
satisfied and disappointed Chris- 
tians. 

And yet it is possible for all. Yea, 
more! it is God’s will for every 
child of His, “Sin shall not have 
dominion” (Rom. 3:14), declares 
the inspired Word. And when Paul 
cried out, “O wretched man that 
I am! who shall deliver me?” he

Shall we then, as Christians in the 
reign of grace, allow ourselves to 
be outdone in this respect by a Jew 
under law? Shall we not rather 
gladly render to God as the very 
minimum a tenth of all that with 
which He entrusts us, and as He 
enables, gladly give more in order 
to show our appreciation of the 
loving kindness He has lavished 
upon us. 

When Paul called upon the Cor- 
inthians to lay by in store as God 
had prospered them, he necessarily 
had in mind some kind of a stand- 
ard. What is that standard? Surely 
it cannot be less than that which 
was ordained under law, but it is 
evident that some definite propor- 
tion of our income must be taken 
into consideration if we are to give 
as God hath prospered. 

He who says, “I am not under 
law, and therefore I am not con- 
cerned about tithing my income: I 
will give as I feel led of the Lord,” 
generally winds up by giving the} 
merest pittance-as compared with 
what the Lord entrusts to Him. He 
on the other hand, who says, “I 
shall begin with a tenth and, as 
God enables will do better, becomes 
a.consistent giver and finds joy in 
thus rendering glad obedience to 
the Word of the Lord. 


Years ago it was my privilege to 
know a most devoted Christian 
man who is now with Christ. He 
told me how when a young man 


home in power to his soul as he 
weighed his responsibility before 
God. When he was earning only $10 
a week, he faithfully gave $1 reg- 
ularly to sustain the work of the 
Lord, When his small income was 
raised to $15, he said, “If when I 
earned $10 I could give $1 to God, 
now that I am earning $15,,/I can 
surely give Him $2”; and so he 
did. Then when a little later his 
wages were raised to $20, he said, 
“Tf when I earned $15 I could give 
God $2, now surely I can give Him 
$4”; and so through the years he 
sought to give as God prospered. 
When I knew him, sometime be- 
fore he was called home to heaven, 
he was giving thousands of dollars 
annually for mission work, to sup- 
port the gospel at home, and in 
ministering to the needs of the sick 
and poor with whom he.came in 
contact. Surely this was indeed giv- 
ing as God had prospered! Nor did 
he feel that he was under law, but 
his giving was rather the out- 
working of the grace of God which 
wrought within his soul. 


Let no Christian think that he 
gains by withholding from God, but 
rather remember that He who has 
said, “It is more blessed to give 
than to receive,’”’ will always have 
the most blessed part. He will be 
no man’s debtor. As we give to Him 
we can be certain that He will ful- 
fill to the letter that word which 
says, ‘“My God shall supply all your 
need according to His riches in 
glory through Christ Jesus.” 


One thing our text suggests that 


we are often inclined to overlook, 
and that is an orderly method both 
as to the time and place of setting 


aside that portion of our means ;’ 


which we devote to the work of the 
Lord. This work, of course, is of a 
two-fold character. It involves the 
care of His servants who are en- 
tirely engaged-in the ministry and 
thus have to live of the gospel, as 
Scripture tells us; but it also in- 
cludes helping to meet the needs 
of those in difficult circumstances. 
In fact, it was this latter phase of 
giving to God which was particu- 
larly in the Apostle’s mind when he 
peve the Corinthians the instruc- 

as to systematic and propor- 
oe te giving. Our Lord has said 
that anything done for one of His 
own is reckoned by God as done 
for Himself. 

But what I want especially to 
draw attention to is the time ele- 
ment referred to in the opening 
words of the verse: “Upon the first 
| day of the week.’’ Most of us re- 
ceive our income on a -regular 
weekly or possibly a monthly ba- 
sis. The import of this passage 
clearly is that when we thus re- 
ceive our wages or other form of- 
income, we should at that time set 
aside a proper proportion for the 
work of the Lord. It is pe panes: 
sary that it should all be immedi- 
torial| ately contributed to any particular 
cause, but he who consistently lays 
by in this sense will always have’ 
something that he can contribute 
when the occasion demands. There 
is the ove by in store at home, }- 
but there is also the “collection for

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of a teacher in edifying the church! 
The evangelist, in God’s sight, is in 
the highest position. 

So God is for revivals. Somebody 
says, “Well, evangelists jump on 
the C , and they hurt peo- 
ple’s feelings, and they get too big 
crowds, ‘etc.’”’ Yes, I know, I know; 
sometimes they preach plainer than 
other preachers do, but often they 
get results that other preachers 
don’t, and if you want to please 
the sinners and the worldly maybe 


is to have revivals. 


Second, In Nature God Has . 
Revivals 


There is seed-time and harvest, 
there is summer and winter, In 
winter time the trees are bare and 
leafless and snow ~covers the 
ground, or the ground is dry and 
hard, it may be. But in winter-time 
you may be sure God intends there 
should come a revival. There will 
come the summer. The spring-time 
sun will warm. the earth, the green 
grass will begin to push out, the 
leaves will begin to put forth, little 
buds will be on the trees, and the 
robins will return north. Why, 
God’s plan is that there should be a 
revival in nature every year. There 
will be flowers and fruit, there 
will be the green, and then after 
awhile the golden yéllow of the ripe 
fruit and grain and there will. be 
the blessed harvest time. God has 
revivials in nature. That’s God’s 
plan. 


In the millennial reign of Christ, 
maybe then there will be eternal 
summer, but now, not so. Then 
there will be.trees that will bear 
their fruit every month, and the 
leaves will be for the healing of the 
nations but now it is not true, 


As long as.men have two natures 
then Christians will need a revival. 
They find that they get cold. Even 
we who are preachers find that 
though we love the Lord, and 
though we are about His precious 
business, we need a revival. 
Preachers who feed others at the 
table of God may find their own 
souls hungry! ~Oftentimes we 


woman in the Song of Solomon who 
said, “They made me a keeper of 
the vineyards and mine own vine- 
yard have I not kept.’’ Many times 
the preacher himself is like a man 
who works in a bake shop and 
doesn’t get enough to eat; is like 
a man who works in a shoe shop 
and doesn’t repair his own shoes; 
like a man who works in a garage 
and doesn’t keep his own car in 
good condition. A preacher needs 
revival — a preacher is human, 
and God’s plan is that we should 
have revivals. 


Third, Revivals Must Be Repeated 
Somebody says, “Well, Brother 
Rice, revivals are failures. They do 


not last.” How many times I’ve 
heard that! “Because,” they say, 
“Well, the people who were warmed 
rand “blessed, need reviving 
again later on; the revival was no 
good. It was a failure, It wears 
out.’’ Well, the same thing is true 
when you wash your face, then 
that’s a failure, too, because it gets 
dirty again! (Especially if you live 
in Chicago — and the back of, your 
neck, too, and your hands and your 
ears and all about you!) It’s a fail- 
ure to wash, but nevertheless, that 


gests bringing our gifts to the as- 
sembly of God’s people where we 
join with others in making up a 
collection pa varied offerings. 


The question often has been 
raised whether the member of a 
given group of believers should 
give all of his tithes and offerings 
to the furtherance of the cu- 
lar work with which he is thus 
linked.-The answer certainly is that 
each one should be before God as 
to this and that he should look to 
the Lord for guidance as to how to 
use his funds. There is no legal in- 
junction demanding that believers 
contribute only to certain specific

It may be that here is a big traf- 
fic safety campaign. Police enforce 
the speed. limits, and are cdreful 
that you stop. at the stop signs, 
and such a campaign always saves 
a few lives. But interest in that 
will soon decline, too. People get 
reckless again and police will have 
to put on the pressure again and 
have another traffic safety cam- 
paign for safe driving. That doesn’t 
mean it was a failure ——- you've 
saved precious lives while you were 
doing that. For instance, I have re- 
cently been getting out the little 
booklet, “What Must®I Do to Be 
Saved?” to soldiers. We got out a 
quarter of a million copies last 
year; and I find that when I press 
the matter, advertise it widely, 
then lots of them get out. But then 
when I neglect speaking of it, and 
when I don’t promote it in my 
paper, why then we don’t have so 
many and the campaign dies down. 
Well is it a failure? Oh, no! We 
got out a quarter of a million cop- 
ies last year, and there were hun- 
dreds who found the Lord through 
it. Well, bless God, then— it wasn’t 
a failure. And so revivals may 
come and go, but a_soul that is 
saved, bless God, is saved forever, 
has everlasting life, shall never 
come into condemnation, the Bible 
says, and one glad day we will 
meet millions who were saved in 
revivals. 


Up and down the land I go, and 
everywhere I go I find that the 
best people in the churches, and the 
largest proportion of the people 
who are saved were saved in re- 
vival campaigns. No. revivals don’t 
fail. If your own heart has grown 
cold, you just need another one! 
If your church has grown formal 
and cold and stiff and quarrelsome 
and worldly-minded, you just need 
another revival. Oh, God, send a 
revival! 


And so, Habakkuk prayed, ‘‘Lord, 
revive thy work in the midst of the 
years, in the midst of the years 
make known, in wrath remembef 
mercy.” The Scripture makes it 
clear we need revivals. 


We Should Pray to Be Revived 


And then I want you to notice 
it was a prayer. God sends revivals 
in answer to prayer. How we ought 
to pray for revival. We ought to 
pray! I am not taiking now about 
a mighty shaking for the whole 
world. I am talking about your own 
heart and mine. Oh, God, revive 
me this day. I had a good time 
yesterday alone with God, confess- 
ing my sins .and failures and ask- 
ing God to give me more power, 
more faith, more boldness, to love 
Him better, to have more passion 
for sinners. I need’ a revival, don’t 
you? Well, pray God to revive His 
work in you, and give you an old- 
fashioned, Holy Ghost revival. Ah, 
I'll tell you what we need. A lot 
of people go about saying, “Oh, 
we need a revival in the churches.” 
That’s right, but the way to get a 
revival in the churches is to get it 
in the church members. So suppose 
you start with your own heart and 
say, “Lord, revive me this day. I 
will not go through this day with 
coldness and with indifference. I 
will have a time alone with God, 
I will read the Word and meditate 
on it, and I will wait for the Spirit 
of God to bless me; and I will not 
leave until I have such a blessing.” 


I was in revival services, years 
ago, in Strawn, a little West Tex- 
as town; and after the service one 
night a young woman came and 
said to me, “Oh, I’m in such dis- 
tress; tell me what to do. I’m not 
happy.” I said, “Are you saved?”

Part of my own children are blue- 
eyed and blond, and part of them 
‘are brown-eyed and brunette. But 
all the people on the earth of va- 
rious colors and types are descend- 


from Noah. The different racial 
characteristics appeared just as dif- 
ferences in my own children ap- 
peared with the same fmother and 
father. Genesis 9:20-27, and Gene- 
sis chapter 10, -tell of the begin- 
ning of the different races, and 
Genesis 11:1-9 telis how the varia- 
tion in languages began, since all 
men originally spoke the same lan- 
guage. Acts 17:26 says that God 
“hath made of one biood all na- 
tions of men for to dwell on all 
the face of the earth, and hath 
determined the times before ap- 
pointed, and the bounds of their 
habitation.” 

Most people now believe that the 
American Indian got to the Amer- 
icas by way of the Aleutian Islands 
and Bering Strait and Alaska, com- 
ing from Asia. They could easily 
have come originally in small 
boats. 


3. “If the Jews had accepted 
Christ as their Saviour, when He 
was on earth, would salvation have 
been offered to the Gentiles any- 
how ?” 

ANSWER: Yes, salvation would 
have been offered to the Gentiles 
anyhow; in fact, it had already 
been offered to the Gentiles. For 
example Isaiah 45:22 says: ‘‘Look 
unto me, and-be ye saved, all the 
ends of the earth: for I am God, 
and there is none else.’’ Don’t you 
see that that invitation is as defi- 
nitely for all the world as is John 
3:16 in the New Testament? 

Read Isaiah 11:1-12. It tells of 
the time when Christ will return 
to reign on the earth, the whole 
earth, “For the earth shall be full 
of the knowledge of the Lord, as 
the waters cover the sea” (verse 
9). And verse 10 says: “In that 
day there shall be a root of Jesse, 
which shall stand for an ensign of 
the people; to it shall the Gentiles 
seek: and his rest shall be glori- 
ous.” Christ is the root from Jesse, 
who was David’s father. And we 
are told that the Gentiles as well 
as Jews shall seek Him. And that 
is the Old Testament. Be sure to 
read all that passage. 

There are many Old Testament ex- 
amples of Gentiles who were saved. 
There was Naaman the Syrian (II 
Kings 5:1-19, especially verse 17). 
There was Ruth the Moabitess who 
was certainly saved, as you see 
from Ruth 1:16, 17 and Ruth 2:12. 
She became aneestress of Jesus, 
great-grandmother of David. There 
is evidence that the queen of Sheba 
may have been saved (I Kings 10: 


9).. There is much stronger evi- , 


dence that King Nebuchadnezzar 
of Babylon was saved (Dan. 4:34- 
37) and that Darius, the great king 
of the Media-Persian empire, was 


saved (Dan. 6:25-27). And certain - 


it is that any Gentile in any age 
could be saved just exactly the 
Same as any Jew. Remember that 
Peter said in Acts 10:43: “To him 
give all the prophets witness, that 
through his: name whosoever be- 
lieveth in him shall receive remis- 
sions of sins.” 

In the Old Testament time God 
frequently sent preachers, proph- 
ets, to heathen Gentile people to 
tell them to repent and be saved. 
So Moses gave warning to the 
Egyptians under Pharaoh, though 
few of them turned to God. But 
Jonah was sent to the great wicked 
Gentile city of Nineveh and the 
whole city turned to God as you 
sas! from Jonah, chapter 3.

ANSWER: Scientists know no 
more about it than other people do.

is not inspired, is not a part of the 
Bible itself. 

Some Bible teachers think the 
earth was here millions of years 
before God created man as told in 


__the first chapter .of..Genesis. I do 


not think so; I think that all the 
layers of rock and.coal, all the fos- 
sils found in the ground (the re- 
mains of plants and animals) were 
caused by the great flood which the 
Bible tells about. So thinks Dr. 
George McCready Price and so he 
teaches in the college textbook, The 
New Geology. The best exposition 
of this teaching, that all the strata 
of.the earth’s surface, all the coal 
beds. and all the fossils, were 
caused by the flood, is found in the 
book The Deluge in Stone by Byron 
GC. Nelson, a remarkable, scholarly, 
reverent book, published by Augs- 
burg Publishing House, 425 South 
4th Street, Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
selling for $1.50. Not one scientist 
in all the centuries has ever found 
one .scientific fact which is con- 
to the plain teaching of the 
Bible. Those who think so are 
guessing or are ignorant of the Bi- 
ble and that is all. 


5. “In Matthew 24 why does Je- 
sus say in verse 34, ‘Verily I say 
unto you, This generation shall not 
pass, till all these things be ful- 
filled” Does this literally mean that 
Christ’s second coming was to take 
place in those days?” 


ANSWER: Certainly not. The 
word “generation” is a translation 
of the Greek word “genea,”’ the pri- 
mary definition of which is race, 
kind, family, stock, breed” as all 
Greek lexicons give the word. This 
is the explanation in the notes of 
the Scofield Reference Bible and I 
think a good one. Jesus simply 
meant that the Jews as a race, al- 
though hated and persecuted by 
many, should never be destroyed 
until Jesus . should come. Many 
wicked dictators before Hitler have 
tried to destroy the Jews. The fact 
that they still remain a separate 
race of people without a country 
of their own, without a king, with- 
out a separate language, proves 
that the Bible is true. 

If you will. read John 21:22,23, 
you will see that John, the beloved 
disciples, did not expect Jesus to 
come in his lifetime but expected to 
die. The disciples thought that Je- 
sus meant that John, the beloved 
disciple, should not die, but John 
himself knew that Jesus did not 
mean that. And Jesus repeatedly 
said that no man would know the 
day nor thé hour when the Son of 
Man would come. If He had to re- 
turn within a certain specified time 
to fulfill the Scripture, then of 
course people would know when 
the time was coming. 

I am sorry that you read that in- 
famous book by Harry Emerson 
Fosdick called “A Guide to the 
Understanding of the Bible.” Fos- 
dick is a man who does not believe 
the Bible himself, in fact, a man 
very ignorant of the Bible teach- 
ing and not capable of teaching 
anyone about the Bible. He is one 
of those called in the Bible, “a 
blind leader of the blind.’”’ Concern- 
ing such people as he, II John vers- 
es seven to nine was written, say- 
ing, “For many deceivers are en- 
tered into the world, who confess

And 
the others who taught Suppression 
seemed unconscious of the fact that 
somehow the cover had come off, 
and that it was not just then sup- 
pressed, at least not wholly so. 


Finally, Dr. Simpson arose and 
spoke, “Brethren,” he said, “it is not 
Eradication; and, brethren, it is not 
| Suppression, but it is Habitation.”

The 
drowning man who continues to 
struggle is hard to save. But the 
moment he has sense,enough to 
give up, surrender, yield himself 
to the one who would rescue him, 
there is every hope. Self-effort can 
never avail. I live because “Christ 
liveth in me.” He is my victory. I 
trust Him. Praise the Lord. 

The question is often asked: 
“Can victory be sustained?” Well, 
it is simply a matter of His keep- 
ing power. Is He able? Can He 
keep for a minute, for an hour? 
And if for one hour why not for 
a day? Then if Christ can keep His 
child victorious for a whole day, 
why not for a year? Ah, yes, thank 
God, there is uninterrupted victory! 

It is a question of “looking unto 
Jesus.’ Peter looked at the waves, 
and immediately he began to sink. 
But as soon as he got his eyes on 
Jesus again he was safe. How often 
we look at the difficulties that sur- 
round us on every side! And see- 
ing it is impossible for us to look 
two ways at once, wé must of ne- 
cessity take our eyes off Jesus in 
order to see our problems.
